Much money has been 
received from all over the republic 
and the United States, but principally 
from San Antonio and other Texas 
cities: ‘The destruction wrought by the 
flood comprises one hundred, and two 
city blocks in three different sections 
of the city. These districts are noth- 
ing but a mass of ruins, and in most 
cases swept clean, leaving nothing but 
deposits of sand. 

The stench arising along the river 
is almost unbearable, and alarm is now 
felt that much sickness will result.

Both cars seemed to be running neck 
and neck, until they were almost upon 
the trolley car, when one shot out 
ahead of the other and passed swiftly 
oward Peachtree creek. 

The other car, loaded with men and 
women, swerved toward the right, and 
the forward end of the machine hit the 
side of the trolley car, just at the gate 
on the front platform. Instantly the 
powerful machine darted across the 
roadway and struck a teleohone pole 
at the north end of the bridge.

EARNEST APPEAL IS MADE ~ 
FOR HELPLESS SUFFERERS * 


Ww. J. Northen, president of the 
Anti-Tuberculosis and Visiting Asso- 
ciation, writes to The Constitution of 
the appreciation which the afflicted 
feel for the timely story in The Con- 
stitution last Sunday in regard to the 


sufferers in Atlanta. 

The statements of President Northen 
about the work that is being done to 
help the tuberculosis patients will be 
read with deep interest. He makes an 
earnest appeal. which should be 


promptly met by every person in the 


city. His communication is as fol- 


lows: 
Are Deeply Grateful. 

“Editor Con3titution: I feel quite 
sure the friends of the afflicted and 
all the good people of the city are 
deeply grateful for the strong public 
appeal made in a recent issue of The 
Constitution, looking to the cure and 
the prevention of tuberculosis. 

‘This dread disease has now reached 
such alarming conditions as threaten 
the best life of the city, unless ar- 
rested before it becomes a scourge 
and a pestilence beyond contrpl. Mr. 
Corrigan’s presentation was not the 
least overdrawn. He gave facts and 
names and places in a story that dis- 
tressed many that read what he had 
to say, and yet he hardly began to 
uncover the things that all the people 
ought to know. Mr. Corrigan’s state- 
ment, indorsed by your strong. edi- 
torial, should awaken all the people 
to wise, continued and persistent ef- 
fort, if the city is saved from 4 
plague that is appalling to contem- 
plate. 

“The condittons in Atlanta are not 
worse than conditions in many other 
cities, in this and other states, but 
other cities are more fully awake to 
the necessity for relief and remedy 
than our peopls seem to be. 

“In the absence of any thing better,

“The sale of. the Red Cross stamps 
netted barely enough for the clerical 
expenses of the association; the ap- 
peals for membership have just about 
pald expenses for printing and post- 
age.

column.

(Special.)——-A full and complete in- 
vestigation of the malady called pella- 
gra is to be made by the state depart- 
ment of health. Blanks are being sent 
out by W. R. Brassell, chief clerk to 
State Health Officer Dr. W. H. 
Sanders, on which doctors in every 
part of the state will make report of 
all cases under thetr observation. 
Every doctor will receive these blanks, 
so that not a part of the state will be 
left without reports being made. 

Accompanying the papers is a cir- 
cular containing ail the information 
that can be gathered about the disease, 
with every report so far made from 
any county. It {Is cstimated that with- 
in the past twelve months there have 
been over one hundred cases reported, 
with twenty-seven deaths. The depart- 
ment of health has two or three cases 
under observation and every step of 
the malady is being carefully noted. It 
is hoped that something can be done 
to find out the nature and progress of 
the plague.

“T don’t mean to say that Dr. Cook 
is a fakir. Ido not Know him person- 
ally. But from my experiences I 
would say that there is nothing to con- 
firm the original dispatches. Some of 
the best equipped expeditions have cost 
from $150.000 to $200,000. I know that 
Dr. Cook had no such outfit. 

“There is nothing in the story thus 
far told to indicate that Dr. Cook has 
found anything new. Indeed, I cannot 
see why the reported story of his ex- 
pedition could not have been written 
by any one who had reached within 100 
miles of the pole. I could sit in my of- 
fice and invent observations of all 
sorts. Yet, no one can positively deny 
the truthfulnes of Dr. Cook's story. I 
have heard that the Royal Geographic 


Society is reported to have discredited 
it. If this is go, I will reiterate more 
strongly than ever that while Dr. Cook 
may have discovered the North Pole, 
it being a possibflity,. yet it ts highly 
improbable.

The fact that Atlanta’s development shows nothing of a mushroom or 
bloated growth, but, on the other hand, proceeds from substantial and per- 
manent commercial success, makes it all the more imperative that no essen- 
tial preparation or precaution for the protection of property and the preserva- 
tion of health shall be omitted or ignored. 

In addition to broken sewers, dangerous sewage outflows, thousands 
upon thousands of waterless and sewerless homes, inadequate school facili- 
ties and other shortcomings, this necessity is again forcibly stressed by the 
report of the National Board of Fire Underwriters relafive to the needs of 
Atlanta’s water and fire departments to enable them to provide ample and 
adequate protection against fire losses. 

It is not necessary to go into the details of this report, which has been 
published in The Constitution, and many of whose recommendations, par- 
ticularly those relating to the extension of the water service, have been 
urged by this paper and by department officials, day in and dey out, now 
for some years past. 

It is but further confirmation of the fact—cumulative evidence—that At- 
lanta is an overgrown child whose clothes no longer fit.

The fault is one not of municipal administration, but of inadequacy of 
revenue; Atlanta has not and cannot get, through her ordinary sources of 
income, sufficient cash to meet the expenses which a rapidly growing popu- 
lation involves. 

The limit of the city’s power of taxation has long since been reached; 
other sources of income have diminished rather than increased. 

But expenses have increased and will mount still Ligher as new areas 
are incorporated within the city limits. 

Atlanta’s income today is barely sufficient for the maintenance of her 
municipal departments and institutions. 

When income is absorbed by maintenance there is but one solution of 
the problem of extension—a bond issue. 

There is no other way around it; Atlanta must come to that solution 
of this problem bcfore emergency becomes disaster. 

First and foremost, there is to consider protection to life and health, 
which are intimately involved in the extension of the sewerage and water 
systems. 

But additional reasons for prompt and adequate action in the direction 
of extension are constantly appearing. 

The significance of the fire underwriters’ report and the recommenda- 
tions made therein cannot be ignored. 

Atlanta must furnish adequate fire protection or her property owners | 
must pay the price of neglect in increased insurance premiums. 

Thus, by the extension of the water system alone can three important | 
ends be accomplished: 

First, better protection of health. 

Second, removal in great degree of the danger of increased insurance 
rates. 

Third, the acquirement of added income, which will not only take care 
of the waterworks investment, but of others as well. 

It does not take an adept in the art of business to figure out what folly

If all of the postoffices in the United States, or any considerable number 
of the larger ones, could show anything like the percentage of increased 
business the Atlanta office has recently produced, Postmaster General Hitch- 
cock would never have had to report a deficit of $20,000,000 for the fiscal 
year ended June 30 last, the largest in the department’s history. 

It is the Atlanta office and others like it which keep the deficit from 
growing even larger. 

There is evidently something wrong with the business system of the 
postoffice @epartment when congress has to appropriate $20,000,000 in a 
single year to meet expenses in excess of its receipts. 

It is indicative rather of the lack of any business system at all. 

Mr. Hitchcock makes no attempt to conceal this departmental inade- 
 quacy, but, on the other hand, announces that he proposes to institute a 
revisional investigation, which shall have for its purpose the paring down 
of expenses wherever wasteful methods are apparent, and the introduction 
of more business-like methods in the various branches of the department. 

It was Mr. Harriman, of railroad financial fame, who criticised the ab- 
sence of business principles in the conduct of American government. 

As if in substantiation of his charges, there comes now report of the 
most magnificent postal deficit the country has ever known. 

It looks as if a concern operated at an expense of approximately $200,- 
000,000 a year could come somewhere nearer cutting its garment according 
to the cloth. 

The Constitution pointed out a year ago one of the most prolific sources 
of drain upon the national postoffice department—the abuse of the congres- 
sional franking privilege. 

Mr. Hitchcock refers to this fact and has apparently reached the conclu- 
sion that here is where some of the paring down in expense must be done. 
He admits, practically, that it is impossible to ascertain just what this priv- 
flege and the abuses of it cost the department annually. 

But can Mr. Hitchcock bring about any material degree of reform in 
this respect without the consent of congress, whose members are the bene- 
ficiaries of the privilege? It is doubtful. Unless congress itself, yielding 
to unquestioned public duty, cuts off the bulk of this expense, it will con- 
tinue to hang as a millstone about the neck of the department, as it has 
done for years. 

Mr. Hitchcock talks of possible reduction of expenditure in connection 
with the rural free delivery service, but readily realizes that it will not 
do to interfere in any degree with the efficiency of this important and pop- 
ular institution. No branch of the department is giving more essential or 
satisfactory service, and it must, of course, be maintained. 

It will require no small amount of fngenuity to bring about a $20,000,000 
reduction in the annual expenses of the postoffice department. 

There are other difficulties than those mentioned to be met, but that the 
application of weli-known business principles will go a long way toward 
bringing expense and income accounts into closer accoru cannot be doubted. 
Mr. Hitchcock’s efforts in this direction will attract a national interest 


strongly intensified by a national hope.

There will be no purchase for the 
present of the 87 1-2 acres of land near 
Chattanooga for use as terminals for 
the Western and Atlantic railway, the

purchase of which was authorized by | 
the “general assembly at its recent ses- | 
sion, and for which the sum of $69,000 | 


Was appropriated. 

The reason why the land cannot be 
bought at this time is that there is 
no money in the state treasury avail- 
able for this purpose. 

This conclusion was presented in an 
opinion rendered to Governor Brown 
yesterday by Attorney General Hart, 
in response to an inquiry from the 
former. 

No Money in Treasury. 


Judge Hart reaches the conclusion 
that, ag there is only $160,000 in the 
treasury at the present time, and, as 
the state is behind about $2,000,000 
with its payments-upon the 1909 school 
appropriation, there is no money in 
the treasury with which the purchase 
of this land can now be made. 

The only chance for the state to se- 
cure the land, therefore, is for the 
owners to renew and extend the op- 
tions upon it unti] the money necessary 
to meet the payment comes into the 
treasury from taxes in December and 
January.

My infor- 
mation is that there is at present in 
the treasury the sum of approximately 
$160,000.

Suture this statement of fact, would

Judge Hart’s View of It. 

Replying to the foregoing, Judge 
Hart, after stating briefly the facts

The minority, which was a 
large one, wanted to condemn the re- 
port of the Remsen board outright and 
to declare emphatically against the 
use of this chemical. It is a question 
which has the purée food men badly 
divided, and one which is by no means 
yet settled.”
